tion of public confidence is indicates 
by the diminished interest taken in 
the financial situation, 
which 
con- 


tinues to readjust itself to a normal 
basis. The gold engagements were 
increased today by $1,500,000, bring- 
ing the total to $23.750.000. 


The Bank of England's increase of 


the bank rate to 5% per cent was 
fully expected, and was even better 
than expected, as the advance was to 
fi per cent last year when the Bank 
of England protected its gold stock 
against withdrawals of the 
United 


States.

Chicago, Oct. 31.—Speaking of the 


plan of Comptroller Ridgely to In- 
crease the 
bank note circulation, 


President John J. Mitchell, of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings banl»'«f, 
this city said: 


"There Is no doubt that it will 


have a substantial effect and will re- 
lieve the situation materially. 
At 


the same time however, the stress of 
the financial situation Is today noth- 
ing in comparison with what it has 
been. 
The people have largely re- 


covered from their slight hysteria 
and the situation is brighter in every 
way. I have no idea, how much the 
Increase in circulation will be in this 
city, but it will be several millions." 


President Geo. M. Reynolds, of the 


Continental National bank said: 


"The plan will be a very great 


help if the banks will avail them- 
selves ot it.' Tn my opinion it will 
greatly relieve the situation. There 
Is no telling at. present how much the 
Chicago banks would Increase their 
circulation, but 
probably

Business conditions are steadily Im- 
proving, and the general situation is 
much more favorable now than at 
the opening of the week."

eration a new base burner, and it Is 
believed that, a faulty adjustment o£ 
the drafts in the stove was the cause 
of the gas escaping Into the room. 
Mr. Brownsberger was awakened at 
2 o'clock probably by the sound of his 
slater, Miss Ora, falling Just as she 
had reached a door in an attempt to 
admit air, and he quickly made an in- 
vestigation with 
the 
results above 


stated. 'Bach ot the young ladles had 
been overcome 
in 
their .efforts to 


reach fresh air and lay helpless upon 
the floor when-the brother reached the 
room.

Shocking Offense Charged 


Against Him and He 


Has Flown.

cleared up. About the time the news 
of his failure to appear at the theater 
on Broadway, where he has been star-! 
ring, began to spread in the theatrical j 
district, he was being indicted by the j 
grand 
jury for alleged 
misconduct 


with three little girls. These Indict- 
ments charged him with felonies and 
conviction on the six counts might 
send him to prison for the rest of his 
life.

Several theories are advanced as 


to the mlssiug actor. One is that he 
is bound for 
Europe 
and that the 


steamer he is on is the White Gtar 
Liner Majestic, which left about an 
hour after he was last seen here. An\ 
other is that he has met. with foul' 
play, and yet. another is that he has 
committed 
suicide, having 
become 


crazed by the accusation, against him. 


Flora Zabelle. bis wife, who Is in 


the play in which Hitchcock had the 
leading role, told Henry W. Savage, 
owner of the company, that her hus- 
band left, the hotel.where they were 
staying, shortly before breakfast, say- 
ing that he was going to a Turkish 
bath and would join her at the mati- 
nee. This Is the last she saw of 
him. 


Mrs. Hitchcock, to 
whom he was 


married two years ago. Is the daugh- 
ter of Dr. Mangasarlan. an Armenian, 
of Chicago, a lecturer on ethical cul- 
ture. 


Find No Trace of Actor. 


Hitchcock is under $3.00" ball to 


appear la police court today to an- 
swer a charge of criminal assault up- 
on which he waO arrested several 
days ago. 
No trace of him had been 


found up to the hour at which he 
was to have been in court, however, 
although the search for him had been 
prosecuted steadily throughout, the 
night and morning. 
One after an- 


other theories which have been ad- 
vanced as to wb't became of him 
after his sudden Ifcappoarance early 
yesterday, are being run down by the 
police and detectives who have been 
out at work on t'jc case. One of the 
first of these to be exploded was that 
he took passage on the steamer Ma- 
jestic for Europe yesterday. 
Hitch- 


cock's name was not on the passenger 
list, anil the officials of the line said 
they had absolutely no reason to be- 
lieve that he Is among the Majestic's 
passengers. 


Wife is Near Collapte. 


Flora Zabelle. the missing nctor's 


wife, who has a part In the "Vnnkoe 
Tourist" 
ompany. In which Hitch- 


cock has been starring, was com- 
pletely exhausted today as the result 
^ • the strain of the last, twenty-four 
hours. Despite tho fact that she was 
apparently on the verge of a break- 
down, she wont through her part, in 
both the matinee and evening per- 
formances of the "Yankoe Tourist." 
After the close of the performance 
Mrs. Hitchcock remained up all night 
assisting In directing the search for 
her husband. She will not listen to 
any theory which Included flight, in- 
sIs'tinK that she believes that, ho has 
been the victim of foul play. In sup- 
port of her contention she declares 
Ahat Hitchcock made absolutely no 
preparations for flighl. as ho had only 
ji few dollars in money and two or 
three rings with him when he left, the 
hotel yesterday morning. 


Washington. Oct. 31.—In a battle 


between United States troops and In- 
•liaus, which occurred in Southern 
Utah, several days ago. three persons 
were killed and wounded, all believed 
to bo Indians. The news of the occur- 
rence was conveyed to the Indian 
bureau in a telegrata from Superin- 
tendent Sheldon, of the San Juan 
agency, which though dated yester- 
day, was not received until today.

Apart from' tho 


American demands for tho metal the 
Egyptian requirements of the move- 
ment of tho huge cotton crop of that 
country have yet, to be satisfied ami 
money Is badly wanted in Brazil and 
Germany. Should London require aa- 
BtstancR It seems to be agreed that 
Paris will help to the extent ot £!t,- 
000.000 In gold exchange for sterling 
bills, this being similar to I he trans- 
action of last year, when the Ameri- 
can demand for gold was so keen. 
This friendly disposition on the part, 
of the Bank of France and tho fact 
thai, tho United Slates treasury afford- 
ed much help to the American market 
during the strain probably kept the 
Bank of England 
authorities 
from 


raising tho discount, rale to fi per cunt. 


The announcement of tho higher 


bank rate put. an end lo the suspense 
which hart been hanging over the 
stock exchange for some days and ex- 
cepting the case of consols was the

FRANCE WOULD EXTEND

authoritatively stated that no formal

of France, inspired by the common 
interests of tho two countries, would 
not hesitate to come to the aid of the 
London market. 


"So far as New York Is concerned 


the information here is that .the ne- 
cessity .for gold is less pressing."

FINNS WANT THEIR OWN ARMY 


Parliament Rejects Appropriation to 


Russia for Exemption. 


Helsingfors, Oct. 31.—The diet, to- 


day rejected by 104 to 91 votes the 
proposed appropriation of $4,000,000 
as biennial compensation for the ex- 
emption of Finns from service in the 
Russian army, thus plainly intimating 
that no further money will be forth- 
coming and urged the emperor to re- 
establish the national army ot Fin- 
land. 


This action of the diet, will add fuel 


to the present agitation of the Russian 
reactionaries against 'Finnish auton- 
omy, as the emperor is understood to 
be personally insistent on the pay- 
ment, lo which ho considers that Fin- 
lamls's faith Is pledged.

They are 
now rapidly approaching that, condi- 
tion since the home-coming ^easou has 
•set In, and 'the1 number of strangers 
is Increasing with the advancing au- 
tumn. The attendance is now growing 
from night to night, and is particular- 
ly noticeable In the houses where are 
the more successful plays.—New York 
Herald.

MILLIONS OF BUSHELS 


OF GRAIN TIED UP 


Railroads Find it Impossible 


to- Move It Beyond 


Buffalo.. 


New York, Oct. 31.—Following the 


recent protests of western grain ship- 
pers that it is impossible for them to 
get the trunk line railroads to move 
consignments of grain from Buffalo 
to New York and that in refusing to 
enter into contract for these export 
shipments the railroads were greatly 
hindering the grain export trade, it is 
learned that the New YTk Central, 
the Lackawanna and the Erie about 
ten days ago temporarily discontinued 
the making of contracts on grain ship- 
ments. 


The officers of the joads say that 


the cutting off of contracts on future 
shipments was due to the purely phy- 
sical condition of car shortage. 


Francis La Bau, freight traffic man- 


ager of the New York Central, said: 


"We have at Buffalo at the present 


time some 4,000,000 bushels of grain 
awaiting shipment. This 
mass of 


grain represents the capacity of some 
3,000 cars. It would be absolutely im- 
possible for us to handle this grain 
at once and pile up more orders on 
our hands without sacrificing our in- 
termediary trade. We cannot take all 
of these cars and ship them to Buffalo 
for this grain and let our way traffic 
suffer. We have to divide things up 
as equally as possible." 


It Is believed that the railroads will 


be able to relieve the congestion in a 
few days and resume the acceptance 
of contracts. 


OCEAN FREIGHT RATES UP. 


New York, Oct. 31.—Ocean freight 


rates to Europe are iip from 10 to 20 
per cent and they are likely to go 
tilgher before they reach their former 
level, but there is no fear of a scarci- 
ty of room in spite of the increased

BOLLOONING NOT DANGEROUS. 


The uninitiated are prone to look 


upon the balloon as a sort of country 
fair attraction, whose njinclpal Inter- 
est lies. In the risk the aeronaut 
takes. This is a mistake. 


Like the automobile, the balloon re- 


quires an experienced pilot, and when 
such a ono is In charge serious or 
fatal accidents are never recorded. 
Most balloon clubs require all ascen- 
sions to be made under a regularly 
licensed pilot, who receives hia certi- 
ficate from the club only after having 
demonstrated his fitness. The pilot, 
who is willing to go up only In favor- 
able weather and to come down at the 
proper time, need never endanger 
lives. He knows he has only to open 
the valve and he can descend; he baa 
only- to thrown out a handful of sand 
and he can prevent his balloon from 
coming down, or can send it up. When 
he is ready to land he picks out a fav- 
orable spot ahead of him, lets his 
balloon come gradually down near the 
ground, cuts< loose the anchor which 
stops his progress, then opens the 
valve again if necessary. When the 
car touches the ground he tears out 
the ripping strip and the balloon 
stretches out on the .ground, a flat 
and empty bag.—From "Ballooning 
and Aerial Navigation" by F. P. Lahm, 
TJ.

A writer in-the Indianapolis News 


in most interesting fashion recalls 
an almost forgotten feature of the in- 
ternal improvement craze in Indiana 
in 
1S.1S-36—tho 
serious 
riots 
be- 


tween Irish laborers oa the different 
canals. This feature was not peculiar 
to Indiana, but prevailed 
generally 


throughout the country wherever Irish 
laborers were employed in large num- 
bers, and 
this was wherever canals 


were being conet.nic.ted. These were 
dug by tie 
early Irish 
immigrants 


and probably never would have been 
dug without them. Day laborers were 
scarce, in this country at that time 
and digging canaJs and shoveling dirt 
did not appeal to the average Ameri- 
can. 


The Irish immigrants of that period. 


strons, needy and willing to work for 
moderate wages, took to it. naturally 
and they dug nearly 
all the early 


canals. 
The work was n. boon to 


them and it was a great, stimulus to 
early Irish immigration. 


In 1830 there were only 23,000 for- 


eign-born 
citizens 
in 
the 
United 


States of all nationalities: in 1S50 
there were 961,719 natives of Ireland 
alone. By the census of that year na- 
tives of Ireland constituted 
4R per 


cent, of the entire population of the 
United States. 


Know-Nothing Riots. 


This larse 
influx 
of 
Irish Immi- 


grants led to some friction and finally 
to that, most senseless and unjustifi- 
able movement, the organization of 
the Know-Nothing party. This move- 
ment gave rise to some disgraceful 
riots, one of the most serious being 
the Philadelphia riots of May, 1844. 
These lasted three days and resulted 
in the killing of thirty or forty per- 
sons, the burning of a church and 
considerable destruction of property. 
The militia was called out. and the 
governor commanded them in person. 
Similar rioV though not so serious, 
occurred 
in 
Louisville and 
other 


places. 
j 


The^riots in Indiana had no con- 


nection with the Know-Nothing move- 
ment, but were between different fac- 
tions of Irish laborers. 
The 
Fort 


Wayne Sentinel of July 2K. 1K35. con- 
tained an account of an outbreak 
among the Irish laborers working on 
the Wabash and Brie canal near thnt 
town. 


According to this paper, a regular 


battle had been planned to take place 
between the hostile factions on July 
12. the anniversary of the battle of 
the Boyne. 
Arms and ammunition 


had been provided., and on 1he 10th 
the two parties turned out. one 300 
strong: and the other 250. mostly well 
' armed. They were about seven miles 
apart, and both eager for the fray. 
Pending the flght several houses wero 


j entered and pillaged and a. canal con- 
1 tractor named Brady was fired on. 


Volunteers Prevented Battle. 


Word was sent to Fort. "Wayne and 


I.ogassport. and volunteers hastily 
raised lo quell the disturbance, were 
sent by canal boat, "express" to th« 
scene of action. 
The appearance of 


the troops prevented th« contemplat- 
ed hattle. 
This 
outbreak 
was 
threatening 


enough to attract, the attention of the 
state authorities, and Governor Noble 
requested David Burr, one of the ca- 
nal commissioners, to report, the par- 
ticulars of the affair to him In writ- 
ing. 
In his report, rtated December 


SO, 1835. Mr. Burr Raid: 
"In conformity with your request 


in 
relation 
to 
the disturbances 


amongst, the IrUh laborers on the ca- 
nal, 
it is proper to state that many 


persons of the two parties into which 
they 
are 
unfortunately 
divided, 


•Cbrlsonlans' and 'Fardowns,' who had 
been engaged in those bloody affrays 
at Williamsport, in Marylapd and at. 
the High Rocks, 
on the 
Potomac, 


within the last, two years, had come 
since September, in 1834, to.the Wa- 
bash and Eril canal with, as it is said, 
many of their leaders, and, of course, 
brought, their animosities with them. 
From that time up to the 12th of July 
last, when the general riot, took place, 
the two parties manifested their ill- 
will to each other by merciless beat- 
ings on such of each party as chanced 
to fall in the power of the other. 


Lawlessnem* Was Rife. 


"On a considerable portion of tTio 


line there was no justice of thn peace 
In these 
newly-organized counties, 


and as these frays were confined al- 
most entirely to the Irish, and to the 
least worthy amongst them, not much 
effort -was made by the civil authority 
to suppress them. 
This exasperated 


course of hostilities continued to In- 
crease until it became unsafe for 
them to travel from one part of the 
canal line to another without great, 
precautions for their safety; and pro- 
ceeded to such an extent that they 
were mutually afraid that each party 
would have their cabins burned and 
their inmates slain. In the, night. 


From mutual fears and for safety 


they had so hired to the contractors 
that they bad about equally divided 
the line between the parties, 
tie 


Corkmen working on the upper part 
and the Fardowns on the lower end 
of the line. The beatings of such as 
were caught 
from 
amongst 
their 


friends increased to such, a degree, 
and the .parties became, so exasperat- 
ed, that about the first of July a. de- 
termination became general that one 
or the other should leave the line, 
and mutual threats of burnings and 
murder so esclted their fears that 
men. women and children left their 
cabins and hid out in the woods, with- 
out light o» fire to ietray the places 
where they were, and the whole line, 
armed in military array, working gen- 
erally in the day lime, until a report

would get in circulation that the other 
party was marching to fight them, at 
v^ich they would leave their work 
and hasten rapidly to the supposed 
point of danger. 


Fifty Miles of Hostile Line. 


•'From the 4th to the 10th of July 


these alarms were constant and ag- 
gravated by frequent, outrages. The 
length of line occupied by these hos- 
tile parties was nearly fifty miles, 
and on the 10th of July both parties 
left, their work and commenced 
a 


march toward the center of the line 
for a general battle. 
On the inth 


one of the engineers informed me that 
all the workmen on the lower end • f 
the line were armed and marching to 
the proposed battlefield. 


"I met. them about half a mile from 


my residence, in very orderly array, 
well armed. They claimed that they 
were forced to fight in order to pro- 
tect themselves and prevent their be- 
ing slain and their property burned 
at. night: that, the civil authority did 
not or could not protect them: that 
their families could not. stay in their 
shanties and had to s'°ep in the 
woods, and they bad no resource left 
but a battle. 
They said the party 


that sot whipped must, leavp the lino 
and let the victorious party stay and 
work." 


Hostilities Postponed. 


The commissioner 
parleyed with 


the men and by promising to use his 
influence for a settlement, obtained a 
postponement 
of hostilities. 
Mean- 


while, the people of Huntington raised 
a company for defense and sent to 
Fort Wayne for assistance, -which 
came. Altogether a force of seventy- 
five to one hundred men were raised. 


The 
commissioner 
reporter! 
"I 


thought this force altogether 
too 


small to do any good amongst 700 or 
SOO armed men. and I therefore, sent 
to Logansport for additional 
help. 


The force already assembled at. !>a- 
gro. including the. Huntington volun- 
teers, marched to Jliamisport and met. 
the two volunteer companies 
from 


Logansport. and all marcher! back to 
Lagro. Two magistrates and an, asso- 
ciate judge were collected, and. with 
the sheriffs of Huntington and Wa- 
bash counties, aided by the militia, 
arested and committed eight of the 
ring leaders. _ 


"Having no jail on the canal line, 


which was considered safe, these men 
were sent under a strong guard to In- 
dianapolis 
for 
safekeeping, 
where 


they were confined until liberated by 
a writ of habeas corpus. There were 
more than sir hundred armed m*n of 
the Irish, and T am satisfied that no 
other course than the one pursued 
would have been sufficient to restore 
ordwr."

The bill for an injunction Is di- 


rected against I.. W. Smith, principal 
of the high school, and F. N. Tracy, 
superintendent ot city schools. It is 
specifically designated "a bill for an 
injuction to restrain prize fighting in 
the public schools." 
Attorney Moore carefully ignores 


the polite term "football."

objects to is the encouragement given

The follow 
ing explanation of the scene was ob- 
tained later: 


During the battle of Liaoyang the

In his address, on "The Club- Wom- 


an's Relation to the Child Problem," 
Rabbi Morris M. Feuerlicht. one of 
the city's best known divines, asked 
the women who listened-to do some^ 
thing for the children, and in plain, 
practical words he told them what to 
do.He said that through the medium ot 
the juvenile court and the probation 
system the club women of the state

Washington. Oct. 31— The depart- 


ment of. commerce 
anil 
labor may 


send no more Immigrants into Indi 
ana. The department is considering 
seriously the advisability, or rather 
(he necessity, of passing Indiana bs 
in the distribution of the 1.200,000 
aliens who come to the United States 
every year and are admitted through 
the immigration ports. 


This peculiar situation Is due to an 


Indiana statute which has come to 
the noticn of the department. There 
is no state in the union to which the 
department does not. now send immi- 
grant*, and if Indiana should be ta- 
booed this action would be due to 
reasons which the department con- 
siders good and sufficient. 


Section 40 of tho Federal Immigra- 


tion Act. provides that there shall be 
established, under the commissioner 
general of immigration, a division of 
information, and further specifies that 
"it shall be the duty of said division 
to promote a beneficial distribution of 
aliens among the several states^ and 
territories desiring immigration." 


Strange taw.Found. 


Recently a manufacturer at Craw- 


fordsville wrote to the department of 
commerce and labor, asking 
if 
It 


would be lawful for him to enter into 
a contract to bring several foreigners 
(girls) from another state into Indiana 
to worlc in hie match factory. This 
led to an investigation of the Indiana 
statute concerning alien labor and It 
was discovered that, so far.as the 
department is aware, there is no other 
state statute like it in the country. 
Section 7,'17'J of the Indiana statutes 
provides: 
"That from and after the passage 


of this act it shall be unlawful for 
any person, company, partnership or 
corporation in any manner 
whatso- 


ever to prepay transportation or In 
any way assist or encourage the im- 
portation or immigration of any alien 
or aliens, any foreigner or foreigners, 
Into the state of Indiana, under con- 
tract or agreement, parole or special, 
express or implied, made previous to 
the Importation or 
immigration, at 


such alien or aliens, foreigner or for- 
eigners, to perform labor or service 
of any kind in this state." 


A fine of $100 to $5,000 is Imported 


on any such person or company that 
violates this statute.

G L Peck, of the Pennsylvania 


railway, chairman of the committee, 
tated that the committee had con- 
ferred with the American society of 
)M\ engineers, and had Inspected, the 
(rinclpal rallmaking plants In the 


'°Whllc satisfied that a rail answer- 
ng all'purposes would be found, he 
laid that on the question of jdiscard 
rom the ingot the committee had dls- 
lovered a wide difference ot opinion, 
txperts "were consulted who advo- 
lated a discard of 26 per cent, which, 
t was claimed, would rid the ingot of 
.lil objectionable 
gases, which fre- 


uently rise In the cooling metal, and 
temove all foreign substances which 
trere not desired in a perfect rail.
